Lome Greene, the Canadian-born actoF 
who topped a career as the CBC's 
"Voice of Canada" newscaster during 
the Second World War, with a starring 
role as the patriarch of television's 
Bonanza series is the headline enter- 
tainer for the Gala Night Under the 
Stars shows. 

Born in Ottawa, Mr. Greene became 
interested in acting while he was a 
student at Queen's University. By the 
time he graduated, he had produced, 
directed and performed in a number of 
productions. After an appearance in the 
Dominion Drama Festival, he received a 
fellowship to the Neighborhood Play¬ 
house in New York. After two years, 
Lome returned to Canada at the out¬ 
break of the war, and began his first 
career, in radio. Within a short time, he 
was beinq heard coast-to-coast as chief 
newscaster for CBC. 

Following the war, he founded the 
Academy of Radio Arts in Canada, and 
was among the founders of Jupiter 
Theatre. It was at this time that he 
invented a new type of stopwatch for 
the radio and television industry, and 
while on a business trip to New York 
with this watch, landed the lead in a 
"Studio One" episode. This was followed 
by more stage work, films, television 
appearances, and eventually, Bonanza. 


Scott Peters, the actor-director- 
producer, who organized the Gala 
Night Under the Stars variety 
shows for the Saskatchewan Jubilee 
and Centennial Corporation, was 
born in Saskatoon. Mr. Scott has 
more than 20 motion picture 
credits and over 100 television 
credits in the past eight years. 


Bill Walker was born in Rouleau 
and was educated in Regina before 
launching a radio career in 1939. 
His list of credits in Toronto in¬ 
cludes emceeing and performing on 
the "Jack Kane Show" and "Parade" 
on CBC-TV. He was a television 
panelist on "Live a Borrowed Life" 
and is now the host of the tele¬ 
vision program, "Flashback".
